Thousands march against media killings in Honduras 


TEGUCIGALPA (AFP) - 
Thousands of people turned 
out in several cities across 
Honduras on Friday to protest 
a wave of journalist killings in 
the country, where 20 re¬ 
porters have been murdered in 


the past three years. 

’’Killing journalists does 
not kill the truth,” chanted the 
demonstrators, some of them 
reporters themselves dressed 
in yellow and white shirts, as 
they marched past the offices

of the president and the 
human rights commission. 

Organizers said 5,000 peo¬ 
ple turned out in Tegucigalpa 
alone. Other marches were 
held in San Pedro Sula, La 
Ceiba, Comayagua and 
Choluteca. 

”No more impunity,” said 
one sign held by a protester. 

Twenty journalists have 
been killed in Honduras since 
the overthrow of president 
Manuel Zelaya on June 28, 
2009. None of the murders 
have been solved. 

The body of HRN Radio 
journalist Alfredo Villatoro 
Rivera, 47, was found last 
week wearing an old police 
uniform, blindfolded with a 
red scarf and with gunshot 
wounds to the head, a police 
spokesman said. 

He had been kidnapped the 
week before. 

President Porfirio Lobo, 
who met with some of the 
protesters, admitted it was 
’’difficult to have to combat 
those tasked with the people’s 
security” — an allusion to po¬ 
lice, who are regularly impli¬ 
cated in criminal activity here. 

According to UN agencies, 
Honduras had the world’s 
highest murder rate in 2011, 
with 86 homicides a year for 
every 100,000 inhabitants.

Battle over SKA super-telescope 
leads to split site

AMSTERDAM (AFP) - A 
long-running joust to host a 
radio telescope that would 
give mankind its farthest peek 
into the Universe ended on 
Friday with a Solomon-like 
judgement to split the site be¬ 
tween Australia and South 
Africa. 

"We have decided on a dual 
site approach,” said John 
Womersley, chairman of the 
board of the Square Kilometre 
Array (SKA) project, at a 
press conference in the 
Netherlands. 

He was speaking at Amster¬ 
dam's Schiphol Airport fol¬ 


lowing a meeting of the SKA 
organisation's members. 

The two southern-hemi¬ 
sphere countries had been 
fighting fiercely to host the in¬ 
novation, billed as a revolu¬ 
tionary giant that will be 50 
times more powerful than 
present radio telescopes. New 
Zealand is included in Aus¬ 
tralia's bid. 

Conceived more than two 
decades ago, the Square Kilo¬ 
metre Array aims at bringing 
together unprecedented size 
and new technology. 

It would use a forest of an¬ 
tennae, spread out over remote 


terrain, to pick up radio signals 
from cosmic phenomena that 
cannot be detected by optical 
telescopes. 

Stars that flare into life or 
explode at their death, black 
holes, mysterious "dark en¬ 
ergy," and relic traces of an¬ 
cient events that occurred in 
the dawn of the Universe 14 
billion years ago, are among 
its targets. 

South Africa swallowed its 
disappointment, saying a split 
was "unexpected". 

"We had hoped the unam¬ 
biguous recommendation (to 
build the telescope in one lo¬ 
cation) ... would be accepted 
as the most sound scientific 
outcome; however we accept 
the compromise in the interest 
of progress," Minister of Sci¬ 
ence and Technology Naledi 
Pandor said. 

For its part Australia was 
jubilant. 

"This is an outstanding re¬ 
sult for the Australia-New 
Zealand bid after many years 
of preparation and an intensive 
international process," said 
Science and Technology Min¬ 
ister Chris Evans. 

At the press conference, 
Womersley said the compro¬ 
mise decision was taken after 
a recent meeting by a SKA 
working group, which he said 
"made the best use of both the 
significant investments these 
countries made into astron¬ 
omy." 

But a source told AFP the 
decision was made because 
the SKA organisation wanted 
to "maintain our broad support 
base", hinting that the there 
was concern that the loser of 
the two contenders might have 
pulled support. 

The scheme entails linking 
3,000 antennae, sited in groups 
along five spiral arms, pro¬ 
gressively farther from a core 
array.

Pope's butler arrested 
in Vatican leaks 
scandal: reports 



VATICAN CITY (AFP) - Vati¬ 
can police arrested Friday a 
man — reportedly the pope's 
butler — on allegations of hav¬ 
ing leaked confidential docu¬ 
ments and letters from the 
pontiffs private study to news¬ 
papers. 

The man was caught in pos¬ 
session of secret documents, the 
Vatican said, but it would not 
confirm the suspect's identity, 
age, or when he had been ar¬ 
rested. 

According to II Foglio news¬ 
paper and ANSA news agency, 
the detained man is none other 
than the pope's butler, Paolo 
Gabriele, a member of the small 
team which works daily in Pope 
Benedict XVI's apartments. 

The Italian daily said he is 
likely to be used by the Vatican 
as "a handy scapegoat" for sev¬ 
eral others suspected of being 
involved in leaking documents, 
some of which ended up in a 


new book on the tiny state pub¬ 
lished a week ago. 

Gianluigi Nuzzi's "His Holi¬ 
ness" reproduces dozens of top 
secret and private letters and 
faxes which were smuggled out 
by whistle-blowers tired of the 
corruption and unhealthy bitter¬ 
ness in the Vatican. 

The number of people who 
have access to the pope's private 
study is very limited, and in¬ 
cludes his butler, four nuns and 
Benedict's two secretaries, 
Georg Gaenswein and Alfred 
Xuereb. 

Last month, the pope set up 
a special commission of cardi¬ 
nals to probe the leaks, which 
began in January and have seen 
private documents splashed in 
the Italian media — to the em¬ 
barrassment and rage of the 
Holy See. 

Among papers leaked to 
Italy's press are some that have 
dealt with allegations of corrup¬ 
tion within the Vatican. 

They have mainly centred 
on the activities of the Vatican 
bank and Vatican Secretary of 
State Cardinal Tarcisio Bertone. 

The arrest came a day after 
the head of the Vatican Bank 
was ousted for failing to clean 
up the image of an institution 
that has come to symbolise the 
opacity and scandal gripping 
the Holy See's administration. 

Ettore Gotti Tedeschi was 
thrown out by the bank's board 
for failing to do his job — but 
had also recently been sus¬ 
pected of being one of those be¬ 
hind the leaks.

Ukraine's Tymoshenko 
to bring case to 
European rights court 



BRUSSELS (AFP) - Ukraine’s 
ex-premier Yulia Tymoshenko 
is weak yet combative and will 
turn to the European Court of 
Human Rights to rule on her 
case, Belgium's former prime 
minister Guy Verhofstadt said 
Friday. 

"Physically she is very 
weak. She has back pain and 
was lying down throughout the 
visit," Verhofstadt told AFP 
after a meeting with the fiery 
Orange Revolution leader that 
lasted over an hour. 

"But she is in high spirits 
and remains very combative," 
said Verhofstadt, who leads the 
liberals and democrats in the 
European Parliament. 

Tymoshenko, 51, is serving 
a seven-year sentence for 
abuse of power and now faces 
fresh charges that could extend 
her sentence to 2023. 

"For her, the only objective 
authority capable of treating 
her case is the European Court 
of Human Rights and she 
wishes to bring her case there 


as quickly as possible," Ver¬ 
hofstadt said. 

A Ukrainian court on 
Monday once more adjourned 
a tax evasion trial of Ty¬ 
moshenko due to her absence 
in hospital with debilitating 
back pains and set the next 
hearing for late June. 

With the delay, Ty¬ 
moshenko believes Ukraine's 
leaders have found a way to 
"eliminate a political adver¬ 
sary for legislative elections 
on October 29", Verhofstadt 
said. 

Her latest trial began on 
April 19 but has been ad¬ 
journed twice already because 
the opposition leader com¬ 
plained that her severe back 
pains forced her to lie down. 
She has been hospitalised at a 
public clinic since May 9. 

Last week the Ukrainian 
appeals court also decided to 
postpone until June 26 its con¬ 
sideration of Tymoshenko's ap¬ 
peal against her sentence for 
abuse of power. 

Her jailing prompted howls 
of international criticism. The 
European Union and many 
member countries have threat¬ 
ened their officials will boycott 
matches in the Euro 2012 that 
Ukraine co-hosts with Poland 
from June 8 to July 1. 

Kharkiv in eastern Ukraine 
is one of the four Ukrainian 
cities to host the tournament, 
but the last match will be held 
in the city on June 17, before 
Tymoshenko's next hearing. 



Pedro Hernandez (51), the suspect in the 1979 killing of 
New York City child, Etan Patz was arrested Thursday 
after several hours of questioning by police.

Her¬ 
nandez had been living quietly in New Jersey with his 
wife and teenage daughter and he had no criminal record. 
Following the media frenzy a day before the 33-year an¬ 
niversary of the tragedy and a surprise decision in April 
to reactivate the cold case and over last month's search 
of the basement, a tipster came forward, Police Commis¬ 
sioner Raymond Kelly said , and told police that Hernan¬ 
dez had talked about killing a child. No motive has been 
established yet, Kelly said.

Egypt vote narrows to Islamist, 
Mubarak holdover 


CAIRO (AFP) - Egypt looks 
set for a run-off presidential 
vote between the Muslim 
Brotherhood's Mohammed 
Mursi and Mubarak-era minis¬ 
ter Ahmed Shafiq, pitting the 
Islamists who helped oust a 
dictator against his last pre¬ 
mier. 

A run-off between Shafiq 
and Mursi will further polarise 
a nation that rose up against 
president Hosni Mubarak's au¬ 
thoritarianism 15 months ago 
but has since suffered a spike 
in violence and a declining 
economy. 

Candidate campaigns and 
Egyptian media reported 
Mursi leading, with Shafiq in 
second place and pan-Arab so¬ 
cialist Hamdeen Sabbahi in 
third. 

The independent Al-Masry 
al-Youm newspaper reported 
on its website that Mursi had 
won with 24.9 percent, fol¬ 
lowed by Shafiq with 24.5 per¬ 


cent and Sabbahi with 21.1 
percent, basing on figures an¬ 
nounced by judges in counting 
stations. 

The Muslim Brotherhood 
also announced that its candi¬ 
date was leading, with 90 per¬ 
cent of votes tallied from the 
Wednesday-Thursday elec¬ 
tion. 

Representatives of the 12 
candidates contesting the elec¬ 
tion watched the overnight 
vote count across the country 
and were present when the in¬ 
dividual results were an¬ 
nounced at each polling 
station. 

Judges overseeing the 
count then handed the official 
results of each station to the 
candidates' representatives. 
The Islamist group compiled 
the results from around the 
country and then announced 
them. 

A spokesman from Shafiq's 
campaign, Karim Salem, said 


they were "confident that Gen¬ 
eral Shafiq would be in the 
second round" but they were 
still waiting for official results. 

The top two vote-getters 
will face each other in a run¬ 
off on June 16-17. 

Between now and then, 
there is likely to be intense 
horse-trading between the two 
frontrunners to win over sup¬ 
porters of the losing candi¬ 
dates, some of whom share 
similar beliefs. 

In a statement, moderate Is¬ 
lamist candidate Abdel Mon- 
eim Abul Fotouh appeared to 
throw his support behind 
Mursi, urging voters to con¬ 
front the "corrupt" regime 
ousted last year, to which 
Shafiq belonged. 

In Cairo, voters were 
thrilled by the free, contested 
election, whose results were 
not predetermined, but con¬ 
ceded that many challenges 
lay ahead.

Doctors group warns EU health 
care access shrinking

(AFP) - Access to health care 
is declining in Europe, and 
Greece in particular faces a 
humanitarian crisis as it cuts 
health and social spending, aid 
group Doctors of the World 
warned Thursday. 

Even priority patients such 
as pregnant women and chil¬ 
dren are not getting the care 
they need in large European 
cities — a problem that is 
linked to, but also larger than, 
the eurozone crisis, Olivier 
Bernard, head of the group’s 
French chapter, told a press 
conference. 

"The economic crisis does¬ 
n't explain everything. On the 
contrary, it's precisely because 


of the crisis 
that we need 
to invest in 
social protec- 
t i o n s , " 
Bernard said 
at an interna¬ 
tional meet¬ 
ing in Athens 
held "in soli¬ 
darity" with 
Greece. 

The head 
of the group's 
Greek chap¬ 
ter, Nikitas 
Kanakis, said the country was 
being driven toward a "hu¬ 
manitarian crisis" as the gov¬ 
ernment desperately tries to 
cut spending to meet the terms 
of a bailout from the European 
Union and International Mon¬ 
etary Fund. 

Kanakis warned the prob¬ 
lem of worsening health care 
in Greece risked spreading to 
the rest of Europe as govern¬ 
ments slash spending. 

Nearly half of patients ex¬ 
amined in 2011 in Doctors of 
the World's clinics in Nice, 
Amsterdam, Brussels, London 
and Munich had not received 
the level of care appropriate 


for their conditions, while 79 
percent of pregnant women 
had received no pre-natal care, 
the group said in a report. 

Doctors of the World called 
for European governments to 
guarantee health care for every 
European citizen, stop deport¬ 
ing sick immigrants and im¬ 
plement policies to fight 
infectious diseases amid a 
resurgence of poverty-driven 
infections like tuberculosis.

Come clean on tattoo or forget 
promotion: Japan mayor 


TOKYO (AFP) - The mayor 
of one of the largest cities in 
Japan, where body art is asso¬ 
ciated with gangsters, has told 
municipal workers to forget 
about promotion unless they 
reveal whether or not they 
have a tattoo. 

Torn Hashimoto, the hugely 
popular mayor of Osaka and a 
rising star on the national po¬ 
litical stage, described the 
order to about 34,000 city 
workers earlier this month as 
"necessary for labour affairs 
management". 


Australia defiant on WTO cigarette 
challenge 



CANBERRA (AFP) Australia 
said Friday it would "vigor¬ 
ously defend" itself against 
complaints about its plan for 
plain cigarette packaging 
made by Honduras and 


Ukraine to the World Trade 
Organisation. 

The action was launched by 
Ukraine at the WTO in March 
and Honduras joined the fol¬ 
lowing month, according to 
the global trade arbiter. 

"We'll be vigorously de¬ 
fending any WTO actions — 
our steps aren't anti-trade, 
they're anti-cancer," a spokes¬ 
woman for Attorney-General 
Nicola Roxon told AFP. 

While Honduras is a to¬ 
bacco producer, the motives 
for opposition by Ukraine - a 
nation of heavy smokers with 
a large tobacco industry but no 
direct trade with Australia — 
were unclear. 

If the dispute cannot be re-

solved through consultation 
Ukraine and Honduras can re¬ 
quest formal adjudication 
through a WTO panel, which 
could force Canberra to scrap 
the legislation. 

The cigarettes packaging 
plan is also currently subject to 
a challenge by several tobacco 
giants in Australia's High 
Court. Hearings concluded last 
month but a ruling is yet to be 
delivered. 

The government has said it 
is confident it will see off the 
challenge to the law, which 
will see all cigarettes sold in 
the same drab olive-green 
packets with graphic health 
warnings from December 1. 

Australia is the first country 
to mandate plain packaging, 
but the ground-breaking move 
is being closely watched by 
other countries considering 
similar approaches, including 
Britain and Canada. 

Neighbouring New Zealand 
last month announced it had 
agreed "in principle" to go 
ahead with laws mandating 
similar plain packaging, as 
part of a wider strategy to 
stamp out smoking in the 
country by 2025. 

Australia estimates it has 
15,000 deaths each year from 
tobacco-related illnesses. 


"As a matter of course, it 
will never happen that some¬ 
one is promoted without any 
problem after ignoring a legit¬ 
imate order from his or her su¬ 
perior," Hashimoto told 
reporters on Tuesday. 

Body art is deeply taboo in 
Japan. Public baths, fitness 
centres and many other venues 
throughout the country usually 
ban customers with tattoos. 

Most Osaka employees 
have filled out the survey — 
with about 110 admitting to 
sporting a tattoo, most of them 
waste disposal workers — but 
more than 500 others have not, 
according to media reports. 

"Citizens feel uneasy or in¬ 


timidated if they see tattoos 
(on workers) in services and it 
undermines trust in the city," 
Hashimoto has said. 

The mayor reportedly be¬ 
came infuriated earlier this 
year after learning that a 
worker at a children's home 
threatened kids by showing 
them his tattoos. 

Hashimoto — who says he 
admires cockroaches and al¬ 
legedly offered on air to im¬ 
pregnate a TV personality — 
earlier said he would "turn 
down" American pop diva 
Lady Gaga or actor Johnny 
Depp if the tattooed pair ap¬ 
plied for a job.

British designer behind 
Apple iPhone is 
knighted 



LONDON (AFP) - The Briton 
credited with designing some 
of Apple’s most revolutionary 
products — the iPod, iPhone, 
iPad and iMac computer — 
was knighted by Princess 
Anne Wednesday. 

Jonathan Ive, Apple’s senior 
vice president of industrial de¬ 
sign, was made a Knight Com¬ 
mander, Order of the British 
Empire (KBE) in a ceremony 
at Buckingham Palace. 

Ive, who is now entitled to 
call himself ’’Sir”, told The 
Daily Telegraph in a rare inter¬ 
view that the knighthood was 
’’incredibly humbling”. 


The products Ive de¬ 
signed not only trans¬ 
formed Apple’s fortunes 
but also rocked the music 
and entertainment indus¬ 
tries. He has been de¬ 
scribed as the most 
influential Briton living 
in the US. 

So it is almost unnerv¬ 
ing to hear him reveal 
that, despite having al¬ 
ready set the bar so high, 
his most important work 
is yet to be revealed to the 
world. 

’’What we’re working 
on now feels like the most 
important and the best work 
we?ve done... which of course 
I can?t tell you about,” he said 
in the Telegraph interview. 

Ive, aged 45, was born in 
London but now lives in San 
Francisco. 

Also receiving honours at 
the ceremony were Sir Peter 
Bazalgette, 59, of Endemol, 
the company behind Big 
Brother, who is knighted for 
services to broadcasting, and 
Oxford professor of poetry Sir 
Geoffrey Hill, 79, who was 
knighted for services to litera¬ 
ture.

Archaeologists find earliest evidence 
of Bethlehem 



A clay seal recently unearthed by 
Israeli archaeologists is 
played 


JERUSALEM (AFP) - Ar¬ 
chaeologists have uncovered a 
tiny clay seal inscribed with 
the word ’’Bethlehem” in what 
is believed to be the earliest 
evidence for the existence of 
the ancient biblical city. 

’’The first ancient artefact 
constituting tangible evidence 
of the existence of the city of 
Bethlehem, which is men¬ 
tioned in the Bible, was re¬ 


cently discovered in 
Jerusalem,” a statement 
Wednesday from the Is¬ 
rael Antiquities Authority 
said. 

The artefact — a piece 
of clay used for sealing a 
document or other object, 
known as a 'bulla' — was 
uncovered during excava¬ 
tions at the City of David, 
a site just outside the 
southern wall of 
Jerusalem's Old City. 

On the seal, which 
dis- measures around 1.5 cen¬ 
timetres (about half an 
inch), was the name of the 
city written in ancient Hebrew 
script, it said. 

"This is the first time the 
name Bethlehem appears out¬ 
side the Bible, in an inscription 
from the First Temple period, 
which proves that Bethlehem 
was indeed a city in the King¬ 
dom of Judah, and possibly 
also in earlier periods,” said 
Eli Shukron, who led the dig. 


He said the bulla belonged 
to a shipment of tax docu¬ 
ments which were sent from 
Bethlehem to the king in 
Jerusalem, as part of a taxation 
system used in the Kingdom of 
Judah in the late eighth and 
seventh centuries BC. 

Bethlehem is first men¬ 
tioned in Genesis, the first 
book of the Bible, as the burial 
place of Rachel, wife of the 
patriarch Jacob. 

According to the New Tes¬ 
tament, the West Bank city of 
Bethlehem, which lies just 
south of Jerusalem, was also 
the birthplace of Jesus.

Commodity prices slide 
on Greek euro exit fears 


LONDON (AFP) - Many 
commodity markets sank this 
week to fresh multi-month 
lows, as the dollar surged to 
22-month peaks against the 
euro on mounting fears that 
Greece could be heading for 
the eurozone exit. 

’’The ongoing uncertainty 
over the eurozone debt crisis 
and contagion fears are hold¬ 
ing markets hostage,” said 
Barclays Capital analyst Su- 
dakshina Unnikrishnan. 

”The EU summit ended 
with no major breakthroughs, 
with Chancellor Merkel re¬ 
jecting eurobonds for now. 

’’With the Greek elections 
scheduled for 17 June and the 
next EU summit at the end of 
June, market anxiety is likely 
to remain high over the next 
month.” 

The European single cur¬ 
rency sank to $ 1.2496 on Fri¬ 
day, touching a low last seen 
on July 6, 2010. 

The strong greenback 
makes dollar-priced com¬ 
modities more expensive for 
buyers using weaker curren¬ 
cies. That tends pull prices 
lower. 

Commodities were also 
roiled by concerns over a 
possible slowdown in Asian 
powerhouse economy China. 

OIL: The crude oil market 
tumbled as investors shunned 
risky assets after former 
Greek prime minister Lucas 
Papademos warned that 
Athens might leave the euro¬ 
zone. 

The euro has slumped on 
growing evidence of an eco¬ 
nomic slowdown and as an 
EU summit failed to reassure

investors over Greece's future 
in the eurozone. 

EU leaders pledged sup¬ 
port for Greece at an informal 
Brussels summit on Wednes¬ 
day, but analysts said the 
meeting highlighted divisions 
between France and Ger¬ 
many on dealing with the re¬ 
gion's ongoing sovereign 
debt crisis. 

Brent North Sea crude 
struck $105.03 per barrel on 
Thursday, touching the low¬ 
est point since December 20. 
New York's light sweet crude 
sank on Wednesday to $89.28 
a barrel, hitting the lowest 
level since November 1. 

Prices have fallen consid¬ 
erably after soaring earlier 
this year on the back of sim¬ 
mering Middle East tensions. 

Iran and the so-called 
P5+1 world powers ended 
two days of "very intense” 
nuclear talks in Baghdad on 
Thursday with little to show 
except a deal to meet again in 
Moscow, on June 18-19, after 
sharp disagreements over the 
way forward. 

The P5+1 powers com¬ 
prise Britain, China, France, 
Russia and the United States 
plus Germany. 

By late Friday on Lon¬ 
don's Intercontinental Ex¬ 
change, Brent North Sea 
crude for delivery in July 
dived to $106.91 a barrel 
from $107.40 for the June 
contract a week earlier. 

On the New York Mercan¬ 
tile Exchange, West Texas In¬ 
termediate or light sweet 
crude for June sank to $90.99 
from $92.20.

Netherlands to get deficit back to 3% 
next year: minister 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - The 
Netherlands aims to make 
12.4 billion euros ($15.5 bil¬ 
lion) in savings and tax hikes 
next year to bring its public 
deficit back to the EU limit of 
3.0 percent of GDP, the fi¬ 
nance ministry said Friday. 

"The total value of the 
measures in the accord is 
12.4 billion in 2013,” said the 
ministry which released de¬ 
tails of the deal reached last 
month by five political par¬ 
ties, days after the govern¬ 


ment fell when the far-right 
party of Geert Wilders re¬ 
fused to back the measures. 

"It is clear that this pack¬ 
age could bring us back 
under three percent,” said 
outgoing Prime Minister 
Mark Rutte after a weekly 
cabinet meeting. 

The Netherlands has been 
under pressure from Brussels 
to get its pubic deficit back to 
the EU limit of 3.0 percent of 
gross domestic product after 
it rose to 4.7 percent last year. 


The measures include 
labour market reforms, a 
freeze of salaries for many 
state employees and raising 
health care charges. 

Rutte called the package - 
- the result of seven weeks of 
negotiations — a good bal¬ 
ance between an increase in 
revenues, cutting spending 
and structural reforms. 

The Netherlands will hold 
legislative elections on Sep¬ 
tember 12.

SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Apple chief executive Tim 
Cook has opted not to take 
$75 million in dividend 
payout on restricted shares 
of stock he owns in the 
maker of iPhones, iPads, 
iPods and Macintosh com¬ 
puters. 

Cook, who took the helm 
of the iPhone and iPad 
maker in August last year, 
two months before the death 
of founder Steve Jobs, 
clocked in total annual com¬ 
pensation of $378 million. 

Cook earned $900,000 
for his annual salary and 
$900,000 for his annual in¬ 
centives. 

Standard & Poor's down¬ 
grades five Spanish banks 

MADRID (AFP) - Standard 
& Poor's on Friday lowered 
the credit rating of five 
Spanish banks in a move 
that follows the agency's 
downgrade of Spain last 
month. 

The affected banks are 
Banco Popular, Bankinter, 
Banca Civica and Bankia 
along with its parent Banco 
Financiero y de Ahorro 
(BFA), the ratings agency 
said in a statement. 

The downgrade comes as 
the board of Bankia was 
holding a board meeting to 
decide on its recapitalisation 
plan amid media reports 
that it may seek up to 20 bil¬ 
lion euros ($25 billion) 
from the state to stay afloat. 


US says China's yuan undervalued, 
not manipulated 



The Obama administration on Friday rejected calls from Con¬ 
gress to brand China a currency manipulator, but said its "sig¬ 
nificantly undervalued” currency was a key brake on global 
growth. The US Treasury Department said China had not met 
the standards for manipulation of the yuan, also known as the 
renminbi, to gain an unfair competitive trade advantage. Such 
a distinction could pave the way for retaliatory sanctions. Bei¬ 
jing's tightly managed currency policy has triggered huge trade 
deficits in the United States, fading a long-running source of 
friction between the world's two largest economies. (AFP)

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Eriksen bearer of great 
expectations

COPENHAGEN (AFP) - 
Christian Eriksen is regarded 
as one of the brightest young 
stars in football and he will 
hope that he can justify the tag 
of being Denmark's successor 
to Michael Laudrup at Euro 
2012. 

At just 20 years of age, the 
playmaker will be appearing at 
his second major champi¬ 
onships, after being part of the 
side that bowed out in the 
group stage of the 2010 World 
Cup. 

A lot will revolve around 
the Ajax star, as the Danes 
look to progress beyond the 
so-called "Group of Death". 

Eriksen, who already has 
two Dutch league title winners 
medals, will be a marked man 
when Denmark step out to 
meet Germany, the Nether¬ 
lands and Portugal, who the 
Danes edged in their qualify¬ 
ing group. 

Unlike Michael Laudrup 
and his brother Brian, Eriksen 
— scorer of two goals in 21 in¬ 
ternational appearances - does 
not have other top class cre¬ 
ative players around him in a 
side that relies on hard work 
and team spirit to beat classier 
opponents. 

But the youngster has 
shown in qualifying and in a 
friendly against England that 
he is an exceptional talent, 
with a maturity also reflected 
in his decision to choose Ajax 
as his first step on the profes¬ 
sional ladder. 

While European giants 
such as Chelsea and AC Milan 
came knocking on his door in 
2008 when he was just 16 and 
playing for Odense, Eriksen 
refused to be swept off his feet 
and opted for a side that has a 
tradition in allowing young 
talent to flourish. 


"My first step should not be 
too big. I knew that playing in 
the Netherlands would be very 
good for my development," 
said Eriksen, who first started 
playing football before he was 
three. 

"Then Ajax arrived and that 
was a fantastic option." 

His choice has paid off for 
both him and the club and 
earned him praise from as 
harsh a critic as Dutch legend 
Johan Cruyff, who is not given 
to delivering praise freely. 

"He's a player I really like 
with all my heart," said Cruyff 
when Eriksen was awarded the 
Dutch talent of the year in 
2011. "This prize is just the be¬ 
ginning, a stimulus to get the 
maximum out of his career. 

"The talent is there, the 
recognition also; now it is up 
to the player himself. He is a 
typical product of the Danish 
school. You can compare him 
with Brian and Michael Lau¬ 
drup. Only time will tell if 
Eriksen can reach the same 
level as them." 

This European champi¬ 


onship in Poland and Ukraine 
will test whether Eriksen has it 
in him to go on and become 
one of Europe's finest talents, 
as the Laudrups did in the 
1980s and 1990s. 
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Gerrard determined to 
banish World Cup woe 



OSLO (AFP) - Steven Gerrard 
challenged his England team¬ 
mates to banish their 2010 
World Cup nightmare here on 
Friday as he prepared to kick 
off a new era under manager 
Roy Hodgson. 

Gerrard was promoted to 
the captaincy on the eve of the 
World Cup two years ago after 
an injury to Rio Ferdinand 
ruled the Manchester United 
defender out of the tourna¬ 
ment. 

However the 31 -year-old 
Liverpool midfielder presided 
over a miserable campaign 
which ended with a humiliat¬ 
ing 4-1 drubbing by Germany 
in the last 16 after a dismal 
performance in the group 
phase. 

"It was very difficult out in 
South Africa because we never 
performed at a good level," 
Gerrard told reporters. 

"We never reached the level 
that this team's capable of and 
that was the frustrating thing. 
But I think throughout the 
Euro qualifying campaign we 
showed we are a good team 
and we have bounced back. 

England's chaotic build-up 
to next month's tournament 
has left expectations at an all- 
time low, with most observers 
believing Gerrard and his 
team-mates will do well to 
qualify from a Group D which 
sees them face France, Sweden 


and co-hosts Ukraine. 

However Gerrard said 
England can take comfort 
from the against-the-odds 
Champions League triumphs 
of Chelsea this season and 
Liverpool in 2005. 

Gerrard is also adamant 
that the Football Association 
chose wisely when they ap¬ 
pointed Hodgson earlier this 
month despite a public clam¬ 
our for Tottenham's Harry 
Redknapp, saying he had 
been impressed by the 64- 
year-old during his ill-fated 
six-month stint as Liverpool 
manager. 

"I got on fantastically well 
with him. Roy took the Liver¬ 
pool job in very difficult cir¬ 
cumstances because the 
majority of our fantastic sup¬ 
porters really wanted Kenny 
(Dalglish) to be our manager," 
Gerrard said. 

"So from day one Roy had 
a really tough job. But I can 
assure everyone he's a really 
good manager. I've worked 
with him day in, day out and 
he's a winner. 

Gerrard also discounted 
suggestions of lingering ten¬ 
sions in the squad following 
the inclusion of John Terry, 
who was stripped of the cap¬ 
taincy in February following 
concerns over his upcoming 
court case on charges of 
racially abusing Anton Ferdi¬ 
nand, the younger brother of 
Rio. Terry denies the charges. 

Asked if there were divi¬ 
sions in the squad, Gerrard 
replied: "It's false. We're 
united, we're together, we're all 
after the same thing.That's to 
win. 

He also welcomed the pres¬ 
ence of Terry, who had fa¬ 
mously threatened to stage a 
mutiny at the World Cup in an 
apparent challenge to former 
manager Fabio Capello.

Golf: Morrison leads but Donald 
looms as Mcllroy heads home 



WENTWORTH (AFP) - Eng¬ 
land's James Morrison was the 
shock leader after two rounds 
of the PGA Championship 
here on Friday but world num¬ 
ber one Rory Mcllroy was 
heading home after missing 
the cut. 

Morrison shot a 64 for a two 
round aggregate of 132, 
twelve-under par, 21 shots bet¬ 
ter than Mcllroy who im¬ 
ploded with a second round 79 
and will lose his top-ranked 
status if Luke Donald finishes 
eighth on his own or better this 
weekend. 

Morrison, 27, leads by four 
from defending champion 
Donald, who had a second suc¬ 
cessive 68 and overnight 
leader David Drysdale who 
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followed up his 66 
with a 70. Ire¬ 
land's Peter 
Lawrie and Al¬ 
varo Quiros of 
Spain were a fur¬ 
ther shot back in 
fourth on seven- 
under. 

World number 
three Lee West- 
wood made a 
birdie on the par-5 
last to squeeze 
into the last two 
days after finish¬ 
ing on 145, one- 
over par. 

Morrison did 
not have a bogey 
on his card, making six birdies 
before a grandstand finish at 
the par-5 18th where he rolled 
in a 30-foot putt for an eagle 
and the second best 36-hole 
score in this tournament's his¬ 
tory. Paul McGinley was 13- 
under at the same stage in 
2008. 

Despite his one tour win 
Morrison is not used to com¬ 
peting in tournaments of this 
magnitude and admitted he can 
see Donald out of his rear view 
mirror. 

"I expect a lot but at the 
same time you have got the 
likes of Donald and company 
behind you," he said. 

"This is my third year on 
tour and I have won but this is 
a different level. But that was 


BUDAPEST, (AFP) - Foot¬ 
ball's world governing body 
FIFA decided at their 62nd 
Congress here on Friday to 
compensate clubs whose play¬ 
ers are injured while on inter¬ 
national duty. 

FIFA general secretary

The amount of compensa¬ 
tion will depend on the salary 
earned by the player in ques¬ 
tion, although the maxiumum 
salary taken into account will 
be $8.75 million, excluding 
bonuses. 

FIFA's total budget for the 
scheme will be $75 million. 

"European players will also 
be insured from May 15 to Au¬ 
gust 31 to cover the risk posed 
by the European Champi¬ 
onship, but UEFA will assume 


one of the best rounds I have 
played and probably one of the 
easiest, or it felt easy.

NBAs Western powers Spurs, Thunder duel 
for finals berth 




LOS ANGELES (AFP) - The 
San Antonio Spurs and Okla¬ 
homa City Thunder, having 
stormed through the first two 
rounds of the NBA playoffs, 
begin their duel for the West¬ 
ern Conference crown on 
Sunday. 

The Western Conference 
finals, with a berth in the 
NBA finals championship se¬ 
ries at stake, pits the West’s 
top two teams against each 
other. 

The Thunder, the dominant 
force in the West for much of 
the season, saw the Spurs as¬ 
sume that mantle with a late- 
season winning streak that 
has now reached 18 games. 

During the streak the 
Spurs have won by an aver¬ 


age of 14 points per game, 
finishing off the regular sea¬ 
son with 10 successive vic¬ 
tories before sweeping past 
the Utah Jazz and then the 
Los Angeles Clippers to 
reach the conference finals 
for the first time since 2008. 

The young Thunder 
squad led by Kevin Durant 
and Russell Westbrook dis¬ 
patched defending NBA 
champions Dallas in the first 
round, and the 2010 champi¬ 
ons Los Angeles Lakers in 
the second as they seek a first 
title since the club moved to 
Oklahoma City. 

San Antonio host game 
one of the best-of-seven se¬ 
ries on Sunday, a week after 
the Spurs finished off the 
Clippers in a game four in 
which Tim Duncan led six 
Spurs players in double fig¬ 
ures with 21 points and nine 
rebounds. 

The Spurs' last defeat was 
an April 11 setback against 
the Lakers. 

But San Antonio, who won 
four titles from 1999 through 
2007, know the streak counts 
for nothing if they don't ad¬ 


vance. They were the top 
seeds in the West last year 
when they were stunned in 
the first round by Memphis. 

"As far as the winning 
streak is concerned, it doesn't 
exist for us," Spurs coach 
Gregg Popovich said. "Each 
game is its own and we don't 
talk about it, it doesn't come 
up and it's not even on the 
radar for us." 

What the Spurs will draw 
on is their wealth of post-sea- 
son experience. 

Duncan, Tony Parker and 
Manu Ginobili have played 
130 playoff games as team¬ 
mates. 

Popovich's 116 career 
post-season wins are third all- 
time among coaches behind 
Phil Jackson (229) and Pat 
Riley (171). 

Westbrook and Durant, 


both 23, have youth and en¬ 
thusiasm on their side, but 
Westbrook said they know 
their opponents' experience 
will be hard to overcome. 

San Antonio were 2-1 
against Oklahoma City in 
the regular season, with Gi¬ 
nobili missing all three 
games because of injury. 

The Thunder won the first 
meeting in January, but the 
Spurs won the next two in 
February and March. 

The match-up between 
point guards Westbrook and 
Parker will be key. 

Rising star Westbrook has 
the advantage in size, and is 


a dangerous scorer as well as 
a facilitator for Durant. 

France's Parker, however, 
boasts dazzling quickness 
and scoring ability and a 
wealth of experience in cre¬ 
ating plays for his team¬ 
mates. 

He averaged more than 18 
points and a career-high 
seven assists per game this 
season. 

Former Spurs player Steve 
Kerr says the Spurs "have be¬ 
come Tony Parker's team." 

"He sets the entire table for 
the Spurs," Kerr said. "His 
speed leads to everything for 
them."
